TSCRA Activities 
DIRECTORS’ QUARTERLY MEETING 


ORMAN MOSER, president, announces that 
N the regular quarterly meeting of the directors 

of the Texas and Southwestern Cattle Raisers 
Association will be held at the Kemp Hotel, Wichita 
Falls, Texas, June 14, 9:00 A. M. 

Mr. Moser points out that this is the first time 
in many years that a directors’ meeting has been 
held at Wichita Falls and he extends a cordial invita- 
tion for those interested in the beef cattle industry 
to sit in on the meeting. Many important develop- 
ments since the annual meeting in San Antonio in 
March will be discussed. 


ANIMAL HEALTH MEETING 


Frank Chappell, Jr., chairman of our Animal 
Health Committee, participated in an important meet- 
ing of the Texas Animal Health Council in Austin, 
April 10. Also present were President Moser, W. T. 
Bonner, David Combs, Jack Love, and Harrie Win- 
ston, members of the committee. Several legislative 


proposals for expanding and improving the animal 
disease control program were studied. 


BEEF PROMOTION LEGISLATION 


Hearings were held before the House Agri- 
culture Committee, April 15, and the Senate Agri- 
cultural Sub-Committee April 16, on the legislation 
which would allow a deduction from the sale of live- 
stock at the markets for use in promoting meat con- 
sumption. Our first vice-president, Dolph Briscoe, 
Jr., Jay Taylor, Roy Parks, and attorney Joe G. 
Montague presented our Associatioa and offered testi- 
mony in favor of the legislation. It is reported that 
the prospects of passage are encouraging. 


NEW ZEALAND CATTLE IMPORTS 


Proposed imports of cattle from New Zealand 
seem to be encountering some difficulty. Higher 
shipping costs than were anticipated and increased 
prices asked have tended to run the final cost of the 
cattle so high that they don’t look quite so attractive. 


HUMANE SLAUGHTER LEGISLATION 


Another matter which has required attention in 
Washington is the so-called Humane Slaughter Bill 
which would require slaughterers to adopt some de- 
vice which would stun or make the animals un- 
conscious before they are killed. This bill is still 
pending in the Rules Committee 


LIVESTOCK THEFTS 


Four theft cases were disposed of on pleas of 
guilty during March and resulted in sentences totaling 
26 years. Three were placed on probation.

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Legislation to Make Work of 
Livestock Sanitary Commission of 
Texas More Effective 


Brucellosis Control 


in order to make its work more effective, has 
developed a number of legislative acts which, 
according to its officers, will be presented at the 
next session of the Texas Legislature. The first of 
such proposed acts amends Article 1525 (b), Ver- 
non’s Annotated Criminal! Statutes, by adding a sec- 
tion which will provide for the control and eradica- 
tion of bovine brucellosis; by providing for the testing 
and vaccination of cattle for brucellosis; and for area 
or county programs. It would also authorize the Live- 
stock Sanitary Commission of Texas to promulgate 
and enforce regulations for testing, vaccination, cer- 
tification and disposition of cattle in bovine brucellosis 
control and eradication and also provide penalties. 
Further provisions of the law would make it manda- 
tory under certain conditions for county commis- 
sioners courts to cooperate with the Livestock Sani- 
tary Commission of Texas in brucellosis control and 
eradication programs. 
Dr. L. R. Noyes, director of the Livestock Sani-

proposed laws are being suggested in order to bring 
the livestock disease control in Texas up to a par 
with other states so that the movement of Texas 
livestock will not be discriminated against by other 
states. He and members of the commission feel that 
these laws are absolutely necessary if Texas live- 
stock is not to be discriminated against. 
Livestock Health Inspection Service 

Another act proposed by the commission would 
regulate the sale of livestock at market centers and 
provide for the inspection and examination of such 
livestock. It would require such testing, immuniza- 
tion or dipping as may be necessary to prevent dis- 
ease from being disseminated to farms and ranches, 
with consequent and serious damage to the health of 
livestock and the economy of the state. Health in- 
spection charges, penalties and repealing conflicting 
laws are also provided for in this act. 

Veterinarians Required to Report 

Another act which the Livestock Sanitary Com- 
mission of Texas is proposing would require veter- 
inarians practicing in the state to report certain 
contagious and infectious diseases of animals and 
domestic fowl to the Livestock Sanitary Commission 
of Texas. It would provide that specimen from ani- 
mals suspected of dying of anthrax be submitted to 
the commission for laboratory examination and diag- 
nosis and would provide a penalty for violation of 
this act.

WASHINGTON ROUNDUP 


By JOHN HARMS, THE CATTLEMAN’S Special Washington

Cattlemen and other shippers of unmanufactured 
agricultural products have a big stake in the outcome 
of the big wrangle in Washington over the agricul- 
tural exemption clause in the Interstate Commerce 
Act. Here’s the story: 

The Interstate Commerce Commission is behind 
bills now before Congress which would seriously limit 
the application of the agricultural exemption clause 
in the ICC Act. At present, under the exemption, cat- 
tlemen and shippers of fresh produce are free from 
ICC regulation when shipping stock by truck. This 
means you can ship livestock at any time, over any 
route you want, and at rates set by agreement be- 
tween shipper and hauler, Under the ICC bills, how- 
ever, you could only ship stock under those circum- 
stances until you relinquish title to the stock. Once 
title passes to someone else, the exemption would 
cease and the shipment would come under ICC rules 
and regulat as. 

Farm groups are united in battling this proposal— 
which some say is inspired by efforts to bolster the 
railroad economy. They charge that it would mean 
higher costs to producers, inflexibility of shipping 
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perishable commodities, and bring on higher costs 
to consumers, among other things. The Agriculture 
Department also is opposing the change. 

* * * 

The farm-ranch economy is expected to continue 
to buck the national business slump. So say the gov- 
ernment experts. For one, Secretary Benson predicts 
that total net farm income this year will be 5 to 10 
per cent higher than in 1957, when it hit $11.7 bil- 
lion. Income now is running at the high annual rate 
of $13 billion. 

Livestock of course, represents agriculture’s main 
strength countering the national trend. USDA re- 
ports that prices in early spring for beef cattle were 
up 36 per cent over a year earlier; hogs, up 21 per 
cent; and eggs, up 33 per cent. Also helping out was 
the Florida freeze this winter which cut supplies and 
shot prices up. 

Texas’ cash income from livestock marketings 
during the first two months of the year reflected 
the higher cattle prices. USDA says cash receipts 
to Texas producers during January-February were 
$129 million, compared with $109 million during the 
same period last year. In Oklahoma, cash income 
during the first two months was $48 million from 
livestock, compared with $40 million last year.

“The cattle industry, which has benefited from 
fast growth in demand, could incur difficulty if the 
expansion now beginning should proceed too fast.

| Meat Promotion Deduct 
Makes Headway 


U.S.D.A. Not Opposed to Passage 
of Bill as Rewritten 


HE OUTLOOK for congressional 
approval of the controversial live- 
stock deduction program for meat 
promotion is improving. The U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture is withdrawing 
the opposition it had for the original bill 
last year. 

A year ago, the USDA balked at a 
deduct program for all livestock primari- 
ly on grounds that growers who didn’t 
want to contribute to better meat pro- 
motion and advertising couldn’t avoid 
paying the deduct. It also didn’t like 
last year’s bill because it would require 
some participation by the Department. 

But recently, the bill was rewritten 
with the help of USDA attorneys and 
submitted to Congress again. In a letter 
to Congress, the Department said it “is 
not opposed” to passage of the legisla- 
tion. The new bill says that producers 
who didn’t want money deducted from 
their livestock at the market place must 
notify the consignee in advance. The bill 
also does not involve the USDA in the 
program. In the form of an amendment 
to the Packers and Stockyards Act, the 
bill would simply authorize the deduct. 

At recent Senate hearings, more than 
100 representatives of hog, cattle and 
sheep grower organizations endorsed the 
plan. The only opposition to it came from 
the American Farm Bureau Federation 
and from one of the commission-men 
organizations (who would be charged 
with making the deduct). Farm Bureau 
President Charles Shuman objected to 
the proposal for several reasons, includ- 
ing charges it would destroy the Live- 
stock and Meat Board involved in meat 
promotion, makes no limit on the amount 
of deduct, would cause market and farm- 
er confusion—and is “not in the in- 
terests of farmers, ranchers, or other 
segments of the livestock and meat in- 
dustry.” 

New Mexico stockmen endorsed the 
check-off providing the money collected 
went to the National Live Stock and 
Meat Board. 

American Angus Association directors 
announced unanimous support.

These outstanding honors represent 
the accomplishments of 41 breeders and 
exhibitors from 15 states, according to 
the announcement of Paul Swaffar, Sec- 
retary of the American Hereford Associ- 
ation. 


The new additions to the bull listing 
raise the total on the bull side of the 
Register to 138 prepotent sires whose 
get have proven themselves by winning 
top honors in showring competition at 
Register of Merit shows. 

States represented by breeders and ex- 
hibitors by the new bulls on the list are: 
Arizona, California, Colorado, Kansas, 
Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, South Carolina, 
Texas, West Virginia and Wyoming. 

The females added to the 42-year-old 
Register show the foresight of breeders 
and exhibitors from Arizona, California, 
Kansas, Michigan, Mississippi, Nebraska, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Texas 
and Wyoming. 

To gain entry to the Register of Merit 
bulls must have 100 points won by not 
less than 5 sons and daughters. Females 


must have 25 points from at least 2 off- 
spring.

Points are awarded to the sire 
and dam of each winner of fifth or better 
at the nine expositions designated as 
Register of Merit shows on the follow- 
ing basis: first, 10 points; second, 8 
points; third, 6 points; fourth, 4 points; 
fifth, 2 points. The get-of-sire class was 
added with equal point value in 1947-48. 
Champions receive an additional five 
points, reserve champions three. The 
Register also includes steers which are 
recorded in the Association, and win 
fifth or better at Register of Merit 
shows. Point values for steers are 
credited at one-half the rate of breed- 
ing animals. 

The principal exhibitor named on the 
Register is the exhibitor who has gained 
the most points by showing the get of 
a particular Register of Merit sire. 

Register of Merit shows last year in- 
cluded the American Royal at Kansas 
City, Grand National at San Francisco, 
Eastern National at Timonium, Md., In- 
ternational at Chicago, National West- 
ern at Denver, Southwestern at Fort 
Worth, Bluegrass Hereford Show, Lex- 
ington, Ky.; Ogden Livestock Show, 
Ogden, and the Arizona National at 
Phoenix, Ariz.

TRENDS: 


FARM PRODUCTS: Plantings of feed supplies now indicate a crop as large as last year. 
Prospective 1958 planted acreage of 7 leading vegetables for commercial processing looks 
to be about 9 per cent smaller than last year with decreases expected in most crops. 





PARITY: Jumped from 82 to 87 due to inclement weather conditions and realized higher prices 
for crops in short supply. This index should decline during the harvest season. 

COST OF LIVING: Advanced .7 of 1 per cent to anew all time high of 123.2 and we now have an 
81 cent dollar using 1947-49 as being equal to 100. 


INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION: Now at 128, another decline of 2 per cent or about 14 per cent below 
the peak of December 1956. If the correction in our economy is levelling out then this index 


Should stabilize at this point. 
PERSONAL INCOME: Is now running at about the same rate as a year ago with no foreseeable 
increase in the near future. 











FOVORABLE: 

1. Egg and poultry production is now down 7 per cent below last year and about 9 per cent 
below the average. 

2. Pasture prospects for 1958 grazing season are the best in the last 9 years with the con- 
dition running about 83 per cent of normal. 
Corn supplies on farms are about 3 per cent above last year and about 22 per cent above 


the average. 


Interest rates have again been reduced in the last month. Federal Reserve requirements 
for member banks have been reduced 1% per cent since the first of the year thereby in- 
creasing the supply of money. Probably another % of 1 per cent will about be the limit 


of the reduction. 


UNFAVORABLE: 

1. Spending in the 337 reporting cities to the Federal Reserve System has slowed up to where 
it is only % of 1 per cent above the same 3 month period of last year. 
Unemployment continues above the 5 million mark and the rate of unemployment runs about 
7 per cent compared to 4 per cent last year. 
In the first quarter of this year placements of stocker-feeder cattle in the Corn Belt 
ran 28 per cent above last year. This build-up in fed cattle indicates a considerable 
price decline later this spring. 
Retail store sales are now running about 5 per cent below last year and this means the 
public is saving more and spending less. 


The spread between stocker-feeder grades and slaughter fed animals has disappeared. 
There wasn't much spread a year ago but prices were then 25 per cent lower than now and 


the recession had not started. 
Intentions of farmers to farrow 6 per cent more sows this spring indicate a larger 
seasonal decline than usual in fall hog prices. 





COMMENT: Political "big-talk" has never stopped a boom or cured a recession. When in- 
dustrial production capacity exceeds effective demand for any period of time then there has 
to be a slow down until demand can catch up. We ower produced in the cattle industrv in 
1952-53 and the price structure caved in. Now, because of smaller production we are apt to 
price ourselves out of the market. With prices declining for other items in our economy 
the cattleman who expects the present price structure to hold is likely to be in for some 


disappointments this year.

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Broomweeds 
good or bad - -

EW old timers can recall a year 
Pvien broomweeds so dominated the 

grassland landscape in Central and 
North Central Texas as they did during 
the latter part of 1957. Many landown- 
ers were deeply concerned by the heavy 
growth of broomweeds which seemingly 
had completely replaced all grasses. 
Others, however, quickly recognized that 
broomweeds, along with other invading 
type weeds, represented a natural step 
in the sequence of events which nature 
long ago devised to maintain cover on 
the land. Ranges denuded by drouth and 
grazing pressure were quickly covered 
by plants that had the natural ability to 
establish themselves on bare soil. Broom- 
weed is one of the showiest of these 
invader type plants. 

Common broomweed, known scientif- 
ically by botanists as Gutierrezia dra- 
cunculoides, is a very widespread an- 
nual weed pest on depleted rangelands 
and pastures throughout portions of 
Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas and 
New Mexico, and as far east as Alabama. 
Generally when moisture conditions are 
favorable broomweeds germinate in late 
fall from seed produced the year before. 
During winter and early spring months 
broomweed forms a small low growth 
which often goes unnoticed. By the last 
week or two of May or early June it 
has developed the widely branched top 
that is so quickly recognized. Yellow 
blooms appear during the latter part of 
July and by middle September and early 
October the landscape is completely 
dominated by the yellow blossoms. 

Several interesting facts were observed 
by Soil Conservation Service technicians 
during 1957 concerning the conditions 
under which broomweed grew and, also, 
the conservation value of the plant itself. 
On ranges in good or excellent condi- 
tion, broomweed was present under good 
moisture conditions, but it was usually 
low in vigor and not much of a prob- 
lem. Good or excellent ranges have a 
composition made up of fifty per cent 
or more of the original tall and mid- 
grasses. Heavy stands of the weed, in 
contrast, indicated a range or pasture 
with only a few good grasses, which 
were low in vigor and not providing 
ground cover. 

Randomly selected clippings revealed 
that the average yield per acre of ma-

ture broomweeds near Cleburne, Texas, 
in the Nolan-Aquilla Soil Conservation 
District was approximately 7600 pounds 
green weight. This air dried to 3500 
pounds per acre. Unusually heavy stands 
clipped as high as 10,000 and 14,000 
pounds per acre green weight. That alone 
is a large amount of protective cover

per acre as well as organic residue being 
returned to the soil. 

Many landowners attempted to mow 
broomweeds as a control measure but in 
most instances these operations were 
never completed. Mowing was found to 
be expensive and time consuming. In a 
majority of cases the small amount of 
grass present had the same effect as 
grazing. Where mowing operations were 
not completed, Soil Conservation tech- 
nicians made soil temperature deter- 
minations during the hot days of late 
August. Under a canopy of standing 
broomweed soil temperatures were 12 
to 15 degrees lower than where they 
had been mowed. The higher soil tem- 
peratures on mowed areas could directly 
effect evaporation of moisture from the 
soil and definitely decrease the activity 
of soil organisms. 

With the possible exception of big 
bluestem, all mid and tall grasses were 
able to produce a seed stalk and con- 
siderable forage despite the canopy of 
broomweed. The seed stalk of these 
grasses were found to be equal to or 
above the heads of the weeds. In some 
instances the blades of big bluestem ap- 
peared to be a wilted condition even 
though the soil moisture was adequate. 
Dense shade may have caused this con- 
dition, nevertheless big bluestem seed 
stalks when produced were well devel- 
oped and were not seriously handicapped. 

Shallow Root System 

Broomweeds have a very weak and 
shallow root system compared to the 
more desirable mid and tall. grasses.

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Bringing Pasture to 


the Cows 
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On El Texano Ranch Near Hidalgo, Texas, 
Green Chopped Feed Is Brought to Cattle 
Twice Daily—More Production 
From Small Acreage

dairy, in irrigated areas that are “bring- 
ing the pasture to the cows instead of 
sending the cows to pasture.” El] Texano 
Ranch, owned by J. W. and J. E. Pate, 
is a registered Brahman cattle breeding 
establishment that is now operating an 
economically sound program of leaving 
its cattle in pens and bringing the pas- 
ture to them twice each day. 

The ranch has two units of 1,000 and 
400 acres. The land is Rio Grande River 
bottom with an unlimited depth of the 
best top soil. Much ‘of the land is part 
of the river channel of years past, since 
the main channel of the Rio Grande has 
moved south in the Pate Ranch area. 
The land is watered primarily from 
shallow irrigation wells by gravity flow 
to the fields. River water may also be 
used when it is plentiful but the Pates 
are now pumping water from wells into 
five large reservoirs and spreading it 
over their crop and pasture land by 
gravity flow from reservoir storage. 


Brahmans Fed Twice a Day 


The Pates have 350 head of registered 
Brahman cattle in pens that are fed 
chopped green feed, usually alfalfa and 
red top cane, twice a day. This herd of 
cattle had its beginning with the Brah- 
man importation from Brazil to Mexico 
in 1926. J. E. Pate moved from Austin, 
Texas, to Hidalgo in 1926 for the pur- 
pose of building the bridge that is now 
in use between Hidalgo and Reynosa, 
Mexico. He became interested in the cat- 
tle business in Mexico in 1928 and oper- 
ated a commercial ranching enterprise 


for a number of years. In 1939 he pur- 
chased a herd of Brahman cattle from 
Dan Breen in Mexico which had its foun- 
dation with the 1926 purebred Brahman 
bull importations. Since its beginning 
this herd of cattle has been built on 
purity of Indu-Brazil type blood and to- 
day is one of the most outstanding herds 
of its kind in the United States. 

The Pates still have a ranch in Mexico 
in the state of Veracruz. The operation 
has 3,500 acres of improved pasture that 
has been cleared and seeded to desirable 
grasses. The place handles 1,300 cattle, 
some of which are registered Brahman, 
the bulk being commercial crossbred 
Brown Swiss and Brahman cattle. The 
ranch is operated in partnership with 
Clemente Maitret. Rainfall in the area 
is 65 inches a year. When foot and mouth 
disease hit Mexico the commercial cattle 
on the ranch were slaughtered but the 
registered herd was unaffected due to 
isolation from contaminated cattle and 
were saved. 

The ranch at Hidalgo is a highly pro- 
ductive and concentrated farming opera- 
tion with the cattle production requiring 
a small amount of land in relation to 
the number maintained. 

J. W. “Bill” Pate, son of J. E. Pate, 
manages the farm and cattle. Most all 
of the land is improved, which means 
that native pasture has been cleared with 
a bulldozer, followed by stacking, wind- 
rowing and burning the brush. After 
that the land is root plowed and then 
leveled for irrigation purposes. These 
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operations combined cost more than $100 
per acre. 
Alfalfa Principal Feed 


The Pates raise alfalfa throughout the 
entire year and cut it as much as 12 
times. Alfalfa is the principal feed, cut 
green and fed to the cattle. Red top 
cane is also raised for cattle consump- 
tion as is corn, surplus carrots and beets. 
Silage, made from corn or red top cane, 
is used. The kind of feed used for cattle 
depends on the market value of the feed- 
stuffs grown. If the price is high the 
feed is sold commercially. In addition to 
the forage crops mentioned the cattle 
are fed a protein supplement. 

Pate says he has encountered no seri- 
ous problems by confining the cattle in 
pens. Death loss, calf crop percentages 
and production problems are comparable 
with those experienced in pasture opera- 
tions. This operation has been going on 
for a year and Pate is convinced it pays 
off. “We get a lot more production from 
the land,” he says, “because cattle graz- 
ing on small pastures would ruin about 
half of the forage they were allowed to 
graze on.” Lots of machinery is used to 
cut labor costs. Each morning a tractor 
and chopper cut enough forage for a 
day’s use. A trailer follows the tractor 
and a man on the trailer levels out the 
load. After that the forage is unloaded 
by hand into feed bunks. The pens are 
well arranged for drainage and are of 
permanent-type construction. There are 
enough pens to take care of segregating 
the cattle into breeding herds necessary 
in a registered cattle operation. 

Above-The-Ground Silo 

A new type above-the-ground silo has 
just been completed on the ranch. Pate 
erected two large mounds of earth above 
the ground far enough apart to drive a 
vehicle through. This will be filled with 
silage and is designed with the thought 
in mind of providing better drainage and 
accessibility. The silage will probably be 
covered with a plastic material. 

Although the Pates no longer fit cat- 
tle for show purposes they have won 
many championships in the past. They 
enjoy an excellent market from cattle- 
men in Mexico, Cuba and other foreign 
countries who are looking for herd sires 
and top heifers to add to their own pure- 
bred breeding herds. They also sell breed- 
ing cattle from their ranch in Mexico. 

While the production of breeding cattle 
is a very important enterprise on the 
El Texano Ranch, most of the land is 
devoted to the production of field crops 
such as tomatoes, peppers, beans, cotton, 
onions and cucumbers. The Pates have 
more than 400 acres devoted to tomatoes 
alone. These crops require intensified 
farming operations, including irrigation. 
The land is highly productive but re- 
quires fertilizer which is distributed with 
little labor. The fertilizer is used in a 
liquid form and is mixed with the irriga- 
tion water ‘low in a_ pre-determined 
amount per acre. 

Farming of this type is very expensive 
and extremely hazardous due to the 
elements, scarcity of labor when needed 
and the perishable nature of the crops 
involved.

Learning By Doing 


Ranch Training Program at Texas Christian University Offers Unique College Course 
In Practical Ranching 


HE Texas Christian University 
Ranch Training Program, now 
nearing completion of its second 


year, offers students a unique college- 
level course in practical ranching. 

The program was begun in September, 
1956 and offers anyone interested in 
farming or ranching a nine-month course 
designed to acquaint the student with 
the operation of ranches in all sections 
of the Southwest, and to provide tech- 
nical information essential to the prac- 
tical management of a ranching enter- 
prise. 

The course is an outgrowth of the 
desires of several outstanding ranchers 
and TCU president, Dr. M. E. Sadler, 
to offer a course of short duration that

provides a condensed field study of ranch 
management, 

The Ranch Training Program is not 
designed just as a “textbook course.” Stu- 
dents who enroll must be willing to 
travel about 40 per cent of the time 
and participate in ranch activities where 
they “learn by doing.” Anyone inter- 
ested may apply for enrollment. The 
course may be taken either for credit 
or non-credit. If taken for college credit 
24 hours may be earned by completing 
the eight prescribed subject courses. At 
the completion of the school year a 
ranch training program certificate is 
given to the student. If taken for non- 
credit no examinations are given and 
no outside reports are required. 

The course offers small classes with 
lots of contact between instructor and 
student. It also provides an opportunity 
for the student to make the acquaintance 
of many outstanding ranchers, business- 
men and professional people throughout 
Texas and Oklahoma. In the event a 
youth interested in agriculture cannot 
make up his mind if he wants to go to 
college, the ranch training program may 
well serve as a proving ground to help 
him decide. If, after compieting the 
course, instructors believe a student is 
qualified for further college work, they 
recommend that he continue his studies. 

Arthur H. Courtade is director of the 
ranch training program. Courtade holds 
a degree from Texas A&M College. He is 
a former vocational agriculture teacher 
and spent 17 years with the U.S.D.A. In 
1955 he was awarded for superior work 
accomplishment. He takes a personal in- 
terest in each student and handles all of 
the classroom instruction and field trip 
practical exercises. 

Here’s how Courtade conducts the 
course. Field trips are planned well in 


advance for the class to visit and partici- 
pate in all kinds of agricultural activ- 
ities. These include trips to commercial 
ranches, registered breeding establish- 
ments, feed lots, experiment stations, 
research foundations, chemical labora- 
tories, wildlife refuges, packing com- 
panies, stockyards, auction rings, soil 
conservation districts, state fairs and 
regional livestock shows, flood control 
projects and many others. Of all these 
activities visits to operating ranches are 
the most frequent. 

When the class arrives on a ranch 
Courtade provides an explanation of the 
principal operation and introduces the 
students to the ranch personnel. After 
that the ranch manager usually takes 
over and provides the information and 
instruction. A lot of ranch managers,

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Courtade points out, are men trained in 
professional agriculture and make excel- 
lent instructors. The students often join 
in on ranch jobs that are in progress at 
the time. By doing this they actually per- 
form the work under the direct super- 
vision of men who are employed to do 
the same job. 

Field Trips Over Wide Areas 


The field trips are planned to cover 
wide areas where different conditions 
exist and to include as many different 
ranching operations as possible. More 
than 30 ranches over Texas and Okla- 
homa are cooperating by the giving of 
their time, facilities and other resources 
for the purpose of study. During the 
year, Courtade tries to visit ranches that 
have each of the different breeds of beef 
cattle, sheep and hogs, and ranches where 
production problems vary considerably. 
By doing this, the students get a good 
practical idea of how ranching is handled 
in all parts of the country. 

After each field trip the students re- 
turn to the University classroom for 
discussions. Here they compare and ana- 
lyze what they have seen and done. In 
addition to these field trip discussions 
the class meets three hours a day while 
in Fort Worth and receives lectures and 
participates in discussions in the basic 
subjects of agriculture such as breeds of 
livestock; beef, swine and sheep produc- 
tion; feeds and feeding; forage crops and 
pastures; soil and water conservation; 
records and finance pertaining to agri- 
cultural enterprises; agricultural agen- 
cies and organizations; marketing and 
processing, management and operational 
jobs on ranches such as branding, dock- 
ing, breeding, spraying and showing, 
fertilizing, seeding and harvesting grass- 
es and legumes. 

Many practical problems are presented 
for study and outstanding men in the 
various fields mentioned are invited to 
lecture and answer questions. 

Students Actually Peform Duties 

Some of the jobs students actually per- 
form while in the field are build a gate, 
make a concrete watering trough, make 
a conservation ranch plan, hide brand, 
mark sheep, treat a pond with salt to 
prevent leaks, mix feed, build a fence, 
spray cattle, judge cattle, buy and sell 
cattle, eradicate mesquite, fit animals 
for show, artificially inseminate, and 
many others. 

What do students do when they have 
completed the course? Last year they 
went into ranching business with father, 
started ranching on their own or took 
jobs with large existing ranches. 

Many authorities in the educational 
field, as well as practical ranchers, have 
voiced their approval of the course and 
have complimented the manner in which 
it is being conducted. 

Students who will complete the course 
this May are Bill Carpenter, Fort Worth;

Upon the horizon of America’s young 
beef-producing world there appeared, in 
1849, some phenomenal bovines: cattle 
of India that were brought into South 
Carolina but later lost during the Civil 
War. Soon there were more Indian cat- 
tle, brought in by men seeking to make 
profitable use of the vast pastures of 
the Gulf Coast region. 

Admirably suited to the extremes of 
heat and cold, storm and drouth of the 
Gulf Coast, these Bos indicus far sur- 
passed the original aim of the pioneer 
breeders. There were, however, certain 
problems to be dealt with and obstacles 
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In 1906 Abel P. Borden of Pierce, Texas, traveled to India to select and bring back the largest 
single group of Bos indicus ever imported into the U. S. direct from that country. Several of those 


animals ere pictured with him here.

to overcome. There was not in existence 
then, and never had been, any type of 
breed association for Indian cattle. Con- 
sequently, there was no set standard for 
the cattle. Cattle of India had for cen- 
turies been bred to fit different regions 
of the country and different needs of the 
people. The animals imported into the 
United States represented several strains 
of Bos indicus. 
James W. Sartwelle Pioneer 

Thus, those pioneering U. S. cattlemen 
set about to build from their import- 
ed foundation the indigenous American 
Brahman. Many spent the greater part 
of their lives in the absorbing effort. 
One such cattleman, who is still closely 
identified with ABBA, is James W. Sart- 
welle of Houston. His vision, faith and 
labor provided the driving force needed 
to carry the project through some dark 
and trying times. Attributed to him is 


the name by which the humped breed 
was to become known, the American 
Brahman. Also to him goes the credit 
for providing the hitherto unpublished 
details of the history of the Brahman 
breed and the American Brahman Breed- 
ers Association, as told in this narration. 

By 1923 the notoriety of Bos indicus 
had swept through Texas like wildfire. 
Many cattlemen were united in only one 
thing: disdain of Indian cattle. The pros 
and cons of these haughty creatures were 
kicked around by ranchers from the Rio 
Grande to the Oklahoma line. So it was, 
that in that same year a stalwart group 
of Texas cattlemen banded together to 
begin the battle for recognition of Bos 
indicus. 

Stemming from an exhibition of In- 
dian animals at a major livestock show, 
an association of another cattle breed 
proclaimed with great bombast that there

was simply nothing to these alleged In- 
dian cattle, which for the most part were 
of various colors and, as they put it, 
“without the pride of ancestry or the 
hope of posterity.” Published in cold, 
black print, this statement served as the 
incentive that bound Bos indicus breed- 
ers into a monumental purpose. They 
realized that their cattle were at a tre- 
mendous disadvantage without a breed 
association, without rules and regula- 
tions, and without cohesive effort of the 
breeders in promoting the cattle’s wel- 
fare. Then and there, they determined 
to form a Bos indicus association as soon 
as possible. 


Breeders Meet in Houston 


It was not, however, until the spring 
of the following year that a call was is- 
sued for a meeting. During a convention 
of the Texas and Southwestern Cattle 
Raisers Association in Houston, 17 breed- 
ers of Indian cattle assembled on Feb. 
23, 1924, in the Rice Hotel. The object 
of that assembly: to form an associ- 
ation for the purpose of encouraging and 
stimulating the use of their cattle and 
to establish a system of registration for 
the cattle whereby they could be stand- 
ardized and improved. It was attended 
by such men as James Callan, Menard, 
Texas, who was three times president 
of the Texas and Southwestern Cattle 
Raisers Association; James W. Sartwelle, 
founder of Port City Stockyards and the

Cowboy Collinson 


One Hundred Fifty Thousand Cattle Perished in 
30 Below Zero Blizzard in Fall of 1885 


The thirteenth of a series of articles about this colorful cowman of the Old West written 
in the first person from his memoirs.

ACK in 1884 I drove a herd of 3500 
- B steers to Colorado. After arriving 

there I learned that prices were not 
as good as they were in Texas and I de- 
cided to hold them over a while. Grover 
Cleveland, newly elected president, had 
cut tariffs so low on cattle and meat that 
ranchmen could not afford to sell their 
stock unless they took a big loss. 

There was plenty of good free grass in 
Colorado then and I made up my mind 
to sit it out. I first turned the cattle 
loose on the north side of the Arkansas 
River. For some reason that I cannot 
explain, maybe intuition, I gathered 
them up that fall and moved them to the 
south side of the river where there was 
open country for two hundred miles to 
the drift fence on the north line of 
Texas. That was the wisest move I ever 
made and it saved the cattle. 

I headquartered at a small place called 
Blackwell with the late A. R. Black. My 
winter camp was near the place where 
Freeze-out Creek runs into Butte Creek. 
It was in a good sheltered spot and we 
were quite comfortable with a big tent 
and full camping outfit. I had two men 
with me in this camp. Two of us would 
ride the range as far as the Kansas line 
while the other man stayed in camp to 
look after a hundred saddle horses that 
we were wintering there. 

The fall of 1885 had been ideal. There 
was excellent grass and the cattle put on 





weight. The railroad agent at Blackwell 
was named Lenard and was a good 
friend of mine. He expressed a desire to 
go deer hunting, so I took him out to my 
winter camp one day. From there we 
headed for Smith Canyon in a wagon, 
pulled by two horses, good to work, as 
well as to ride. We took a small tepee 
tent, provisions for ourselves and corn 
for our horses. We planned to camp at 
Burnt Corral, thirty miles from my 
camp. We started out in fine weather 
and good spirits. By three p. m. a snow 
storm blew up, but we kept going despite 
the cold that was becoming worse. 
Finally Lenard got down and walked 
behind the wagon because his feet were 
so cold. I kept on driving until we got 
to our camping place and drove into the 
corral. Lenard was not in sight. I un- 
hitched, fed the horses, put up the tent, 
shoveled away the snow, and made down 
the bed. Still no sign of Lenard and 
night was falling fast. 

Becoming worried, I saddled one of 
the horses, put a pint of whiskey in my 
coat pocket and started back to find him. 
The snow was whirling around me and 
the wind howling. I could scarcely see 
and the wagon trail was hard to follow. 
When I had gone about a mile with no 
sign of Lenard I found protection from 
the wind behind a bluff and shot three 
times. He did not have a gun with him, 
and I heard no answer. Going a short

distance farther I shot again and this 
time heard an answer. I found him lying 
down in a deep washout protected by a 
bluff, but about half frozen. I got him 
to his feet and revived him with a good 
drink, then pulled him up behind me on 
my horse and we went back to camp. My 
good horse saved us both. We had to face 
the storm all the way and the snow was 
falling so fast and furious that I could 
scarcely see the animal’s head, but he 
plowed into it and took us safely back. 
Lenard was so cold that he fell from the 
horse and I dragged him into the tent, 
gave him another drink, took off his 
clothes and put him to bed. Then I un- 
saddled my horse and tied the two ani- 
mals in the best sheltered spot I could 
find in the corral and gave them more 
feed. It was too dangerous to make a 
fire in the howling wind so I took a good 
drink and crawled under the covers by 
Lenard and was soon thawed out. 


Snow Two Feet Deep 


The storm was over by day-break, but 
the snow was two feet deep. Deer tracks 
were everywhere. I soon had plenty of 
fresh venison on hand. Lenard got up 
and ate breakfast but went back again 
under the blankets. By noon it started 
to snow again and I said “If we don’t get 
out of here we’ll be here a month, we’ll 
be snowed in tonight. I’m hitching up 
right now’. We got the wagon loaded 
and made ten miles down the mountain- 
side to an old dugout where we camped 
for the night. We started out again the 
next morning and tried to follow a rough 
road down Butte Creek, but with the 
snow axle deep and more falling all the 
time, it took us two days to get to my 
camp. We found the boys all right there 
as they had not ventured out of the tent 
any more than was necessary. They re- 
ported all the horses gone with the ex- 
ception of the corn-fed winter animals. 

On the following morning Lenard and 
I started for Blackwell on fresh horses. 
When we reached Clay Creek we began 
to see many drifting cattle. I could tell 
by their brands that they were from tne 
north side of the Arkansas River. We 
spent the night fifteen miles from Black- 
well on a ranch and just before we got 
there I killed an antelope and took along 
the hind quarters to assure plenty of 
fresh meat in the blizzard. We learned 
at this ranch that it had been storming 
for three days and some cattle had 
drifted by. 

After getting to Blackwell I went to 
Black’s house and told him about our 
trip. “I came near losing the agent, but 
I guess he will be all right,” I told him. 
He asked me if I knew how cold it was 
right then and to have a look at the 
barometer on the back porch. It was 30 
below zero. Then he said, “We’re in luck. 
Our cattle were on the south side of the 
river and drifted ahead of the storm. 
Those on the north side of the Arkansas 
are all dead”. 

“That can’t be so,” I replied. 

“They stopped bawling over there on 
the third day of the storm,” he said. 
“There’s no doubt they are dead.”

Hybrid Cattle in the 


Corn Belt 


Cross-Bred Cattle From The South Are 
Fed Out in Northern Feed Lot 
With Satisfactory Results.

YBRID CATTLE took a jump in 
H popularity in the Midwest recent- 

ly when a veteran hybrid corn 
breeder invited a cross-segment of the 
entire cattle industry to sample his work 
near Milford, Ill. 

A. F. Crow, well known for his work 
in developing hybrid seed corn since 1935, 
held a field day on his farm April 21 to 
tell and show leading figures in all 
phases of the cattle business how he 
makes choice beef out of hybrid calves 
in his feed lot. 

This year Crow and his son, Kenneth, 
have 1200 head of hybrid steers on feed

that they purchased last September from 
two ranches in Florida. The breeders of 
the cattle are the Camp Ranch, Ine., at 
Ocala, Fla., and the United States Sugar 
Corp., Clewiston, Florida. Both of these 
are large-scale ranching enterprises and 
have purebred Brahman herds in addition 
to their commercial cattle operations. 

Crow began feeding cattle on his farm 
as a means of utilizing discard seed corn 
and to use corn cobs as a feed and as 
fertilizer after the cobs are used in the 
cattle lot for bedding. 

After feeding most all breeds of beef 
cattle, Crow has centered his feedlot op-

eration around hybrid cattle that he buys 


as weaned calves from ranchers in the 
South. “The reason for this,” Crow says, 
“is because we like the hybrid vigor that 
results from crossing Brahman cattle on 
the English breeds.” 

Hybrid cattle, more often referred to 
as crossbred cattle, are the result of 
mating the Bos indicus species (Brah- 
man) with the Bos tarus species (Eng- 
lish breeds). The cross of unlike species 
produces hybrid vigor, or heterosis. 

The cattle fed by Crow this season 
are from one-fourth to one-half Brah-

HE SHARP increase in beef cows 
| since 1949, the low point of the 
last cycle, raises the question of 
where the increase has occurred. I have 
discussed the over-all increases with 
some cattlemen only to have run in to 
the statement repeatedly, “But where are 
the cows? They’re not in my area.” 

10. Chart No. 10 is the first of a series 
of eight put together to show where the 
cows are. It charts an index of the num- 
ber of beef cows in Texas and Oklahoma 
(1949100) against an index of the total 
number of beef cows in the United States. 
The result shows the two lines to be re- 
markably parallel from 1920 through 
1949, and to have diverged quite sharply 
in the 1950’s. The Texas and Oklahoma 
cow herds increased following 1949, but 
only half as much, percentage-wise, as 
the national cow herd. 

Someone might logically suggest that 
these two states had drouth during 
these recent years, and for this reason 
could not increase as much as other 
areas. This chart makes the following 
ones all the more interesting. 

11. CHART No. 11 shows the trend in 
cow numbers in the Mountain and Great 
Basin States charted also against the na- 
tional trend. These states (New Mexico, 
Colorado, Wyoming, Montana, Idaho, 
Utah, Oregon and Washington) in- 
creased their cow herds during the 50’s 
by almost exactly the same percentage 
as Texas and Oklahoma, and about half 
as much as the national percentage in- 
crease. These states certainly did not all 
suffer as much from the drouth as did 
Texas and other parts of the Southwest. 

12. CHART No. 12 shows cow numbers 
in Arizona, Nevada and California. The 
cow herd in these states has declined 
sharply in relation to the national cow 
herd. This was particularly true before 
the war. In recent years numbers have 
increased again, but more on the pattern 
of the Texas increase than the national 
increase. 

In summary then, these three regions 

-the traditional range area of the West 

have been losing out in terms of their 
share of the national beef cow herd. 
Table No. 1 shows the comparison of 
their position in 1920-24 and 1954-58. 

13. CHART No. 13 shows that the 
West-North Central States (Western 
Corn Belt and eastern fringe of the 
range country, including Minnesota, 
Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska and 
the Dakotas) had 25 per cent of the na- 
tional beef cow herd in 1920-24 and 27 
per cent in 1954-58. Their index line has

very closely paralleled the changes in the 
national cow herd throughout the four 
decades. 


14. CHART No. 14 shows beef cows 
in East-North Central States. This leaves 
three other regions in which the big re- 
cent increases in beef-cow numbers have 
been centered. These are the East-North 
Central states (Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Michigan and Wisconsin) where the in- 
crease between 1949 and the peak of this 
cycle was 117 per cent; the South At-

lantic states (Delaware and Maryland on 
the north to Georgia and Florida on the 
south) where the increase was 127 per 
cent; and the South Central States 
(Louisiana, Arkansas, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, Tennessee and Kentucky) where 
the increase was 135 per cent. See 
CHARTS 14, 15 and 16. The increases of 
117, 127 and 135 per cent for these three 
areas was a little over twice the 61 per 
cent national increase between 1949 and 
1956—and about three and a half times 
the 37 per cent increase in the Western 
states. Table No. 2 is a summary of 
1920-24 and 1954-58 numbers and per- 
centages in the East. 

CHART No. 17 summarizes what these 
changes mean in terms of the shift be- 
tween the Western and the Eastern 
states. Where formerly the seventeen 
traditional cattle producing states of the 
West had three-quarters of the national 
total of beef cows, they have now barely 
over 60 per cent. For many years the 
main limitation on beef production in the 
United States was the size of the beef 
herd that could be carried on Western 
ranges—or in other words, the number 
of beef calves the Western states could 
produce. This no longer is true. Calf 
production has shifted to the East, and 
especially to the Southeast, in almost 
startling degree during the 1950’s. The 
West has lost what quite properly could 
have been called its monopoly position in 
the genesis (the origins) of the national 
beef supply. It now shares its calf-pro- 
ducing function, on about a 60-40 basis 
with the states east of the river.

If, since 1949, the Eastern states had 
increased beef cow numbers by only the 
same percentage as the Western states 
(37 per cent) the beef cow inventory in 
the East would have averaged 6.2 million 
head for the last five years instead of 
9.6 million. Then the national annual calf 
crop of these last five years would have 
been smaller about 3 million, the annual 
per capita beef supply would have been 
nine pounds less, and the price of cattle 
to producers throughout the country 
would have been higher by about 10 per 
cent. 


None of these statements are meant to 
imply a criticism, or that the states east 
of the Mississippi should not be shifting 
to beef cows. Our purpose is only to call 
attention to what has happened; to note 
the degree to which Eastern beef cow 
numbers have increased way beyond the 
national average increase, and even more 
beyond the increases in the West; and 
to emphasize how this relative increase 
has added to beef production and ad- 
versely affected cattle prices. Some of 
the puzzlement of Western ranch op- 
erators over what has happened to their 
business and why their prices have fallen

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ber of brood cows) in 1955, and have 
since cut back numbers by eight per 
cent. In the Eastern states, by contrast, 
the peak of cow numbers was in 1956 
and the decline during 1957 amounted to 
only one-half of one per cent. It looks 
as though the new cow-herd operators 
in the East are less responsive to the 
influences causing cyclical change than 
are the longer established range opera- 
tors of the West. 

I can almost hear some people saying 
at this point that this is why we ought 
to have production allotments or mar- 
keting quotas on beef—otherwise the 
newcomer will ruin the business for the 
established operator! 

Maybe that comment is less likely to 
be heard in Texas, because perhaps you 
know the story of what has happened to 
some other “protected” commodities (like 
cotton) a little better than producers in 
some other areas. At the Spokane Forum 
where I appeared for the Fact-Finding

so low is explained by these circum- 
stances, 

More than this, it interests me to find 
that ranchers in the Western states 
topped out their cow cycle (peak num-

Committee a month ago, I discussed the 
question of controlled marketings as they 
might work if applied to cattle. That 
paper is also available from the Ameri- 
can National in Denver. My conclusion 
is that orderly marketing and more ef- 
ficient marketing are of vital concern to 
the cattle industry, but that “controlled 
marketing” would be destructive of the 
very people (the cow-calf operations) 
which it might be instituted to help. 

Next to beef producers the poultry 
industry in recent years has probably in- 
creased its output more than most any 
other farm commodity. As we have al- 
ready seen the volume of poultry meat 
produced has resulted in declining prices 
and has put some producers out of busi- 
ness. But it seems to me that the worst 
thing that could have happened to poul- 
try, and the best thing for other live- 
stock, would have been production con- 
trols or marketing agreements to limit 
poultry volume. This would have made 
it possible for beef or some other live- 
stock to have taken markets away from 
poultry meat. 


Having watched what has happened 
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CHART NO. 14. Beef cows in East-North-Central States. 
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You do face very important questions 
of market building. You are going to 
need bigger markets to absorb still more 
beef—by which I mean more than just 
the additional market provided by an in- 
creasing population. For two or three 
years we will probably have a declining 
per capita beef supply. After that sup- 
plies are most likely to increase again, 
and you will want still greater consumer 
acceptance of beef even than you have 
now. What you will want is a bigger 
per-capita market without corresponding 
decreases in price.

Fortunately we will have less pressure 
of beef supplies on the market, and 
should have some corresponding price 
strength during the next two or three 
years. Such a period should provide the 
opportunity to think through carefully 
the whole beef-promotion idea—and to 
get a start on market-building activities 
that are likely to be badly needed in the 
early 1960's. 

More than this, the beef supply can 
and must be fitted more specifically to 
the wants and interests of consumers. 
Probably the most effective promotion 
effort of all is product improvement in 
whatever way and to whatever degree 
this is possible. The whole development 
of the tenderization concept, whether by 
selection and breeding or by packing- 
house techniques, moves in this direction. 

We think the future may hold real op- 
portunities for more streamlined and ef- 
ficient distribution. We in the Committee 
are well aware of the need to eliminate 
relative gluts and shortages from beef 
marketing. This is important to every- 
one on the meat team, from the rancher 
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all the way through to the consumer. All 
of these are questions and problems on 
which the Fact-Finding Committee will 
continue to concentrate attention.

RANGE SEEDING 
--- What Does 7t Cost? 


By H. B. Pinerey, New Mexico A. & M. Agricultural Experiment Station, and 
E. J. DorRTIGNAC, Rocky Mountain Forest and Range Experiment Station. 


New Mexico and soil eroded crop- 

land of northeastern New Mexico 
can be seeded to grass at a cost of ap- 
proximately $6 to $9 an acre, depending 
on equipment used in clearing and plant- 
ing. In north-central New Mexico, clear- 
ing of sagebrush costs about $3 an acre 
with brushland plow; about 10 per cent 
more with a wheatland plow; and $5.75 
an acre with the Towner plow. Eradica- 
tion of big sagebrush was very success- 
ful with the brushland plow on rocky sites 
and fairly successful with the wheatland 
plow on the more level and rock-free 
areas. On rangeland with a good under- 
story of grass and where eradication of 
the old, mature sagebrush is desirable, 
cabling at about 50 cents an acre offers 
a cheap means of reducing sagebrush 
competition for a short period of time. 

Planting as a separate operation varied 
in cost from 58 cents for a two-drill unit 
to $1.15 an acre when a one-drill unit 
was used. 

Contractual rates of clearing and plant- 
ing as one operation with a wheatland 
plow varied from $3.66 to $4.00 an acre. 

Cost of seed varied with price and 
amount of seed planted. Price of crested 
wheatgrass seed ranged from 20 to 50

cents a pound, averaging in wholesule lots 
about 24 cents a pound. In general, 3 to 
5 pounds of crested wheatgrass per acre 
resulted in successful stands of forage 
when planted in drill rows of 10- to 12- 
inch spacing. 

Overhead costs were about $1.50 per 
acre. These costs included risk of failure, 
land taxes, interest on the value of the 
grazing land, and nonuse of capital for 
a deferment period of 2 years until the 
crested wheatgrass became established 
and ready for grazing. 

Seeding of sagebrush rangeland has 
resulted in yields of crested wheatgrass 
of 400 to 1600 pounds per acre, depend- 
ing on precipitation, soil type, and loca- 
tion of site. The lowest yield represents 
an increase in forage of nearly 10 times 
that obtained from native grass under 
present conditions of sagebrush competi- 


tion. On the less favorable grazing sites 
seeded to crested wheatgrass, grazing 
capacity has been increased by 118 per 
cent. 


Cost of seeding cropland in northeast- 
ern New Mexico is estimated at $7.57 an 
acre, of which 88 cents represent labor 
and use of equipment; $2.33 for 4.8 
pounds of seed per acre; and $4.36 to 
cover overhead costs, such as risk of fail- 
ure or replanting cost, taxes, non-use of 
capital; and a land charge based on a per- 
acre value of $13.75 at 6 per cent. Ranch- 
ers and farmers estimate that 3 years’ 
deferment of land would be necessary, 
depending on precipitation. 

A mixture of native grass species, de- 
pending on soil type, is recommended for 
the high plains of northeastern New Mex- 
ico. Precipitation data and experience in- 
dicate that May seeding has been most 
successful. Drilling seed on cropland with 
a weed or stubble cover, aids in preven- 
tion of wind erosion damage to the young 
seedlings. 

Experimental data indicate that such 
cropland would produce over a period of 
years about 1,000 pounds of air-dry for- 
age per acre and would have a grazing 
capacity of 90 per cent above that of 
much of the native rangeland.

the ordinary home-grown onion is the 
very finest of all the lilies. 

It is true that some of the lilies, hav- 
ing purtier flowers, are considered more 
aristocratic and hoity-toity, but show 
me one of these that can take the place 
of an onion on the platter beside a medi- 
um rare sirloin steak! 

This most versatile of all the lilies is 
equally at home in either ordinary or 
gourmet dishes, and since this is the 
season of the year when the onion is 
orbiting high, wide and handsome, I’d 
like to preface a few little essays on the 
onion with this suggestion: 

Take some small white onions and cook 
them in boiling chicken or beef stock 
until almost tender. Drain, then saute 
them in melted butter or margarine, a 
few tablespoons of fresh orange juice, a 
pinch of salt and ground black pepper, 
and a flickering of ground mace or nut- 
meg. 

This simple little recipe turns out just 
as good as it sounds. 

* * * 


If you like ’em baked, here’s a new one 
in the repertoire of the finest of the 
lilies: 

INGREDIENTS: Eight onions two 
inches in diameter, peeled; boiling water 
to cover onions; three-fourths teaspoon 
salt; eighth of a teaspoon of pepper; two 
tablespoons of butter or margarine; half 
a cup of beef or chicken stock; one table- 
spoon flour two tablespoons cold water; 
fresh parsley for garnish. 

METHOD: Place first three ingredi- 
ents in a saucepan, bring to boiling 
point, cover and cook five minutes. Drain 
onions and place close together in a one- 
quart casserole; Sprinkle with black pep- 
per and dot with butter or margarine. 
Add beef or chicken stock and bake in a 
preheated moderate (375) oven 45 min- 
utes or until tender. Mix flour with cold 
water to a smooth paste and blend with 
the liquid around the onions. Bake five 
minutes or until sauce is slightly thick- 
ened. Serve hot, garnished with the 
parsley.

One secret of successfully upping the 
onion to gourmet distinction is to com- 
bine it with other vegetables, or even 
fruits—like, for instance Pan Fried On- 
ions and Apples: 

INGREDIENTS: Two cups sliced 
onions; two tablespoons butter, margar- 
ine or bacon fat; four cups of cored un- 
peeled fresh apples sliced half an inch 
thick; half a teaspoon of curry powder; 
fourth a teaspoon of salt; eighth tea- 
spoon black pepper. 

METHOD: Saute onion rings in butter 
or margarine. Add apples, cover and cook 
slowly for 20 minutes or until apples are 
tender. Season with curry powder, salt 
and pepper. Serve at once as a vegetable. 
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“Th' pie crust wuzn't tough, ya fat-head— 
yew ate th’ paper plate.” 


The Italians, when they fix veal cut- 
lets in the manner hereinafter described, 
call the finished product Cotoletta di Vi- 
tella, the blueprint for which foilows: 

INGREDIENTS: Two pounds of veal 
cutlets cut one-fourth inch thick. One 
and a half teaspoons of salt; one-fourth 
teaspoon ground black pepper; one and 
a half teaspoons crumbled whole basil 
leaves; six tablespoons of grated Pecor- 
ino of Parmesan cheese; one and a third 
cups of fine dry bread crumbs; three 
eggs, beaten; third a cup olive or salad 
oil; fresh lemon slices. 

METHOD: Cut veal into six serving 
pieces. Rub both sides with a mixture 
of salt, pepper and basil. Mix grated 
cheese with bread crumbs. Roll meat in 
crumbs, dip in beaten eggs and then roll 
in crumbs again. Heat oil in a 10-inch 
skillet, add veal and brown quickly on all 
sides. Reduce heat and continue to cook 
until tender, about 15 minutes. Serve hot, 
topped with lemon slices.

A chuckwagon deal that is economical 
and filled with what some folks might 
call flavor harmony can be found in this 
fill-’em-fast Western Hash, which is 
sauced with the sweetness of molasses 
to contrast with the nip of mustard and 
worcestershire. Here’s how: 

INGREDIENTS: Two tablespoons of 
butter or margarine; one-fourth cup 
finely chopped onion and the same of 
chopped green pepper; one pound of 
ground beef; one teaspoon salt, divided; 
one teaspoon chili powder; fourth a cup 
of chopped ripe olives (optional); fourth 
a cup each of unsulphured molasses and 
prepared mustard; two tablespoons wor- 
cestershire sauce; a one-pound can of 
tomatoes; one cup of raw rice. 

METHOD: Melt butter in a large skil- 
let. Add onion and green pepper and cook 
until onion is done but not brown. Add 
ground beef, half a teaspoon of the salt 
and the chili powder. Brown beef, break 
into pieces with a fork. While beef is 
browning, combine molasses and the 
prepared mustard, and stir in the wor- 
cestershire sauce. Add to beef mixture 
along with tomatoes and the remaining 
half a teaspoon of salt. Gradually add

Texas Beef Council has come up with 
a Pink Rice Ring formula with a beef 
center hearty enough for voracious appe- 
tites, but still easy on the family budget. 

To form the rice ring combine two 
cans (two and a half cups) of condensed 
tomato soup, four cups of water, fourth 
a cup of grated onion. Heat to boiling, 
then add two cups of uncooked rice, 
cover and stir occasionally. Cook slowly 
about 20 minutes, or until rice is tender. 
Remove from heat, uncover and allow to 
set about 10 minutes. Pack into a 
greased one and a half quart ring mold, 
and keep hot in oven until ready to 
serve. Then, transfer ring mold to plat- 
ter and fill center with beef mixture pre- 
pared like this: 

INGREDIENTS: half a cup of finely 
chopped celery and the same of chopped 
onion; one pound ground beef; two table- 
spoons shortening; one tablespoon salt; 
fourth teaspoon pepper; two teaspoons 
prepared mustard; one teaspoon worces- 
tershire sauce; two cups of cooked peas; 
half a cup of liquid from peas; one can 
condensed tomato soup. 

METHOD: Cook celery, onion and beef 
in shortening in skillet until meat is 
lightly browned. Stir occasionally to keep 
meat particles separated. Add remaining 
ingredients and heat thoroughly. Then 
pour into center of the pink rice ring.

Broomweeds 
(Continued from Page 35) 


Generally the greatest depth obtained 
by broomweed rarely exceeds 18 inches 
or two feet. By contrast the bluestems, 
Indiangrass and grama grasses usually 
have roots penetrating six to ten feet. 
Competition for moisture and plant nu- 
trients between these two types of root 
systems is not serious. True, broom- 
weeds use considerable moisture to grow 
7600 pounds of green material per acre 
but the moisture used is obtained from 
a different layer of soil. 

Will we continue to have broomweeds 
and will we have a heavy crop in 1958? 
The answer to this is very likely yes. 
In most rangelands moisture conditions 
were ideal for seed germination during 
the fall months and at the present time, 
close examination shows a heavy growth 
of broomweed, under the standing canopy 
of the old crop. Broomweeds will con- 
tinue to be present periodically on range- 
lands until a dense vigorous stand of 
deep rooted perennial mid and tall 
grasses have been established by means 
of sound range management practices.

The next morning I saddled up in the 
bitter cold and rode over the frozen river. 
The stream was full of dead cattle that 
had started across when the storm had 
begun, and had broken through the ice. 
Others had fallen in. It was sickening 
and I literally rode my horse over dead 
cattle to the other side. I could hardly 
ride down the bank on the opposite side 
for frozen bodies, piled up there and cov- 
ered with snow. I finally got away from 
the river and looked over the country 
north of Clay Creek. The next day I rode 
back to my camp. The sun was out again 
and the day clear and bright. Our next 
job was to find our drifting horses. We 
first found about thirty head of cattle 
yarded up on a wind-blown hill and I 
sent them back to camp with one of the 
boys. The other cowboy, Robinson and I, 
had a good pack with us and headed 
west, the way the storm had drifted, and 
camped that night at the foot of the 
Mesa de Mayo. 

Lost Six Thousand Sheep 

We hunted our horses in that area the 
next day but did not find them. That 
night we struck a sheep camp. The 
sheepman had lost six thousand animals 
in the blizzard. He was blue and despon- 
dent, said he simply could not drive the 
animals out of the country in the deep 
snow. He and his five Mexican herders 
had tried to dig away the snow to find 
patches of grass for them, but the help- 
less “‘woolies” had died by the hundreds. 
He later skinned as many as he could 
when the weather warmed up, but the 
loss ruined him. 

We next stopped by a Prairie Com- 
pany camp on the Cimarron but they 
had not seen our horses. The next day 
we found fifty of them down in the 
brakes and some more that belonged up 
on the Arkansas River. We found a few 
more the next morning and by afternoon 
it started to snow again. I told my com- 
panion to drive the horses to Pat Canyon 
and camp there and I would go up the 
long draw and over to the head of the 
canyon for a further search. 

Several hours later when I rode into 
Pat Canyon with five more horses, the 
blizzard was still howling. My helper 
and his horses were not there. This was 
tough luck since he had the pack horse, 
the bedding and food. I decided to spend 
the night there anyway as it was getting 
dark. I found some dead cottonwood 
trees in a wood and set them on fire. I 
dug beneath the snow and found a bed 
of dead leaves and put my saddle blanket 
over them for a bed. I left the saddle on 
my horse to protect his back. I had on 
my slicker, overshoes and leggings and 
made out pretty well during the night. 
The next morning I saddled up and 
headed out with my horses. The snow 
still fell. I knew Robinson would head 
north. By noon it had cleared away and 
I was able to spot him driving his herd 


of horses about a mile to the east. We 
had been close together all the time and 
did not know it. We soon got the horses 
together in one group and drove them

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as far as we could that day. We camped 
in a dugout that night on Bear Creek. 
I shot a fat calf that drifted by with 
some cattle and we had a good supper of 
fresh meat. We got back to our camp 
the next day after being gone nearly a 
week. We felt lucky that we had found 
so many of our horses and eventually 
got them all back but three. 
150,000 Cattle Frozen 

I was anxious to hear how other 
ranchmen had fared, so I rode back to 
Black’s ranch as soon as I could. He told 
me that there were 150,000 cattle frozen 
to death between Pueblo, Colorado, and 
Dodge City, Kansas. Many of them were 
trail cattle from Texas enroute to ranch- 
men between the Arkansas and Platte 
Rivers. The yearlings that had not had 
time to fatten were all dead. 

Cattlemen had tried to help each other 
as much as possible in the blizzard. 
When Platte River cattle hit the Ar- 
kansas, ranchmen along that stream 
hauled sand and made a trail to help 
them cross over on the ice. The Bar SS 
hauled hay by the hundreds of tons and 
put out feed for all drifting stock, re- 
gardless of brands. Many cowmen lost 
all they had and were out of the game 
for good. Some big outfits lost eight and 
ten thousand head. The Puglsleys of 
Kansas City (the K. P. outfit) lost every- 
thing. The Home Land and Cattle Com- 
pany put their loss at 110 percent, the 
ten percent spent in trying to find the 
drifters. 

I saw one cowboy shoot his last yearl- 
ing, so that he could make a new start 
in the game. He lost two hundred yearl- 
ings in the blizzard and had saved a long 
time to buy them, In the round-up for 
drifting cattle he found only one of his 
yearlings. He looked at it a minute and 
said, “‘you’re all that’s left, I’ll make a 
new start,” and shot it with his pistol. 

The cattle from the Arkansas River 
drifted into the Cimarron Country, then 
called ““No Man’s Land”, now in Okla- 
homa. Two of my steers were found near 
Fort Sumner, by the Bell outfit in New 
Mexico, over three hundred miles from 
the Clay Creek range. The Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad train 
which ran down the south side of tne 
Arkansas was held up a week due to the 
blizzard. Some Texas yearlings drifted 
into a deep cut near a switch called Rob- 
inson, east of La Junta. The next pas- 
senger train through, called “The Thun- 
derbolt”, ran into these cattle and killed 
over two hundred. Why the train was 
not wrecked is a mystery, but only the 
smokestack was knocked off. When the 
engine stopped there were still a few 
dead dogies on it. 

Skinned Hides From Frozen Animals 

Naturally, the skins of all the frozen 
cattle had some value and after the car- 
casses were thawed out the owners let 
anyone skin them for half the price of 
the hides. There was a man named 
Evans who went into the skinning end 
of the game in a big way. He hired sev- 
eral helpers and they skinned thousands 
of carcasses between Las Animas and 
Holly on the Kansas line. The Las 
Animas cowmen asked me to inspect

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their hides and take down brands. I per- 
sonally inspected twenty-five thousand 
before the work was done. Thousands of 
the cattle had crossed the river and 
drifted against the railroad fence and 
as Evans skinned them the hides were 
hung out to dry along that fence. it 
looked like a long board wall for miles. 
The drowned cattle were left in the 
stream and later washed away in the 
ice breakup. 

During that blizzard many people also 
froze to death. Many of them were 
“nesters” who were not prepared for 
such bitter spells of nature. They had 
come into Kansas and southeast Colo- 
rado to take up claims. Most of them 
lived in board shacks and hauled water 
in barrels. Wood was scarce and few, if 
any, had any coal. There were two 
women school teachers north of Granada 
who had built shacks on their claims and 
when the blizzard struck they had little 
food and less fuel. They were found 
frozen to death. 

Another settler near Granada started 
out in the blizzard to meet his wife and 
children at the train. Finally his team 
could go no farther in the drifting snow 
so he unhitched the horses and let them 
go. He was iater found in a snowdrift 
hanging to a barbed wire fence which he 
had tried to follow. 

The loss of life was heavy in Garden 
City, Kansas, where ten people died in 
the blizzard. They could not be buried 
until the ground thawed out so that 
graves could be dug. 

This blizzard and the hard times that 
resulted, almost ruined the ranching 
business in Colorado. I felt lucky and 
thankful after three winters in that 
state to finally ship thirty-four hundred 
head out of my original herd of thirty- 
five hundred cattle to Kansas City and 
Chicago. 

Lenard, the railroad agent, never got 
over the freeze he suffered in Smith 
Canyon. He went back to Philadelphia 
and died. I weathered the storm very 
well. It hadn’t hurt me in any way that 
I could tell.

1. The steer must come from cattle 
that reproduce regularly or be highly 
fertile, and the cattle must be productive 
to conditions; 

2. weanling calves should not weigh 
less than 450 pounds at seven months of 
age; 

3. the cattle must maintain versatility 
and utilize a wide range of feed; 

4. a yearling steer should be able to 
make 100 pounds of gain on not more

man blood, the remainder being Here- 
ford, Angus, Shorthorn and possibly 
some dairy blood. Crow favors an animal 
that carries three-fourths English blood 
and one-fourth Brahman. He also has 
cattle that are the progeny of crossing 
Charolais, a French breed, with the Eng- 
lish breeds. Herds in the South that have 
cows of one-half Brahman and one-half 
English blood and, remated to English 
bulls, produce a calf that does well in 
the feed lot, according to Crow. 

Puts Calves om Feed Immediately 

The program Crow follows is to buy 
calves directly off the cows and put them 
into the feed lot immediately. These 
calves are fed about six months, with the 
aim in mind to get them to grade choice 
when they are a little over one year 
of age. 

In order to produce a choice yearling 
hybrid steer in the feed lot it is first 
necessary for the cowman to supply the 
feeder with a quality hybrid calf, Crow 
says. This calf should be the offspring 
of top-quality beef cattle on both the 
sire and dam side. 

A number of ranchers from Florida 
and Texas were on hand at the field 
day to take a look at the kind of cattle 
that Crow prefers for feeding. For many 
years these ranchers have sent their hy- 
brid calves to slaughter locally, and more 
recently many of them have been sent to 
feed lots in Arizona and California. The 
American Brahman Breeders Association, 
with headquarters in Houston, has long 
encouraged a feeder market for hybrid 
calves and the results at the Crow feed 
lot are very encouraging to that group. 
The Crow feed lot probably has handled 
more hybrid calves than any other in the 
Midwest and the results of this work have 
done much to increase the popularity of 
these cattle in the Corn Belt area. The 
feeder market in the Midwest has long 
been desired by breeders of hybrid cattle 
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in the South, and the results Crow has 
obtained since 1952 have done much to 
interest other feeders in the cattle. 

Also present at this year’s field day 
were a number of men from the Chicago 
area who are engaged in the buying, 
processing and selling of meat. All ex- 
pressed interest in hybrid meat from the 
marketing standpoint, particularly in 
that the carcass usually had a higher 
percentage of edible meat with less fat. 

Gained 2.1 Pounds a Day 

This year’s 1200 hybrid calves went 
into the feed lot on Oct. 1 at an aver- 
age weight of 452 pounds. On April 15 
they weighed 867 pounds, with a gain 
of 415 per animal. The average daily 
gain was 2.1 pounds, and cost of a pound 
of gain was 20 cents. In the 1956-57 
group, 1330 steers gained an average of 


65 


2.55 pounds per day at a cost of 16.29 
cents a pound of gain. Bad weather, that 
reduced the feeding value of the corn 
fed this year, was cited as the reason 
for the lower rate of gain on this year’s 
steers. 

Crow’s feed formula contains alfalfa 
meal, soybean meal, corn, cobs, molasses 
and silage. He also feeds a pre-mix in 
this formula which contains minerals, 
vitamins, terramycin, phenothyozine, salt 
and yeast. 

Crow’s advice to producers of hybrid 
calves is to produce better quality cattle, 
and the Midwest feedlot market will im- 
prove. His operations have clearly shown 
that the eonsumer likes hybrid beef and 
that the demand for hybrid calves in the 
Corn Belt will increase if feeders can 
get good-quality cattle.

More Brahmans to South Africa 


Ten Registered Heifers and Two Bulls 
Purchased In Texas for 
Cross Breeding 


SHIPMENT of 10 registered 
A Brahman heifers and two regis- 

tered Brahman bulls recently left 
from the port of Galveston for a 30- to 
40-day trip across the South Atlantic 
to Durban, Union of South Africa. 

The cattle were purchased in Texas 
by Charles Codding of Foraker, Okla., 
for Loring Rattray (Pty.) Ltd. of Kwam- 
bonambi, Zululand, South Africa. 

Codding, who is well known for his 
large herd of performance-tested Here- 
fords, remarked: “In my opinion, this is 
one of the finest groups of Brahmans 
that has been exported from the U. S. 
Dr. T. C. Cartwright, from the Experi- 
ment Station at McGregor, Texas, and I 
spent a great deal of time looking at 
many Brahman cattle and studying their 
rate-of-gain and production records be- 
fore selecting these 12 animals.” 

For the trip to Africa the Brahmans 
were placed in wooden crates, large 
enough for them to move around and 
lie down. The crates were then set on 
the deck of the ship. Milton Carlin, 
D.V.M., of Pawhuska, Okla., made the 
ocean trip with the cattle to assure their 
arrival in good health. 

Before unloading at the port of Dur- 
ban, the Brahmans will be removed from 
the crates. Not so much as a halter or 
brush can leave the ship with them. 
They will be put in a 30-day quarantine 
before delivery to the new owners. 

Michael Rattray, of Rattray Ltd., vis- 
ited the United States in May, 1957, dur- 
ing which time he became acquainted 
with Codding. The company had been 
primarily engaged in the breeding of 
Africander cattle. As a result of Ratt- 
ray’s visit, they decided last fall to im- 
port some high-quality American Brah- 
mans to use in crossbreeding and re- 
quested that Codding select and purchase 
the cattle for them. 


Since 1952, 133 registered American 
Brahmans have made the transatlantic 
voyage to the Union of South Africa 
from the United States.

King P-234 


King P 234, Famous Quarter 
Horse Stallion Dead 


ING P-234, one of the greatest of 

Quarter Horses, died in his pad- 

dock at the Jess Hankins, Rock- 
springs, ranch home. It was supposed 
that the grand old stallion’s heart had 
given out since he had not been sick. 

King was 26 years old but despite his 
age had continued to produce colts. Han- 
kins estimated that he is the sire of 
about 50 colts yet unborn. Among more 
than 500 offspring he had sired a large 
number of champions. King was a great 
champion himself. 

Three of his sons are in service on the 
Jess Hankins ranch. They are Zantanon 
H, Captain Jess and King, Jr. J. O. and 
Lowell Hankins, brothers, have about 10 
of his sons. 

King came from the family of Travel- 
er, one of the most famous of Quarter 
Horse sires. He was sired by Zantanon, 
once known as the Man o’ War of Mex- 
ico.

When the producer 
comes to market and unloads his stock, 
he presents his card to the stockyards 
checker who (like the service station 
operator) simply inserts the card and 
the livestock receipt form into an im- 
printing machine the producers 
name, address and date are imprinted on 
the receipt form in seconds instead of 
the minutes previously required to write 
the information. The imprinted informa- 
tion is clear, distinct on all carbons and 
error-proof. 

The new “Market-Matic” system, while 
designed to speed service to all patrons 
of the Houston market, is especially de- 
signed for the smaller producer who de- 
livers his livestock via his own pick-up 
or trailer. The new service is a direct 
result of a recent survey conducted by 
the Texas Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion which reflected a need to speed serv- 
ice to the “Trailer-Chute” patrons at the 
yards, J. D. Sartwelle, Executive Vice 
President said. 

The “Market-Matic” cards are being 
mailed to those same producers who co- 
operated in the Experiment Station 
survey, but are available to all livestock 
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producers who desire them through their 
sales agents (Commission Men) at the 
yards, Sartwelle said. 

It is not at all necessary to have a 
“Market-Matic” card to ship to the 
Houston market as the card is designed 
solely for the producers’ convenience... 
whether he uses it or not is definitely the 
producer-patron’s selection. Sartwelle 
underscored the statement that card or 
no card a receipt is always gladly fur- 
nished livestock shippers at Port City.

Lafayette M. Hughes, nationally prom- 
inent cattleman, died March 27 in a 
Denver hospital from the effects of a 
fall on the ice January 18. Hughes, 
owner of the famed Mill Iron Ranches 
which extend through four Panhandle 
counties, was the son of Charles J. 
Hughes, a U. S. Senator from Colorado 
in the early 1900’s. The Mill Iron Ranch 
was established in 1883 by a group of 
English noblemen 
and 10 years later 
it came into the 
ownership of Col. 
Charles E. Hughes. 
A son, William E. 
Hughes, is general 
manager of the 
ranch _ properties 
today which has 
its headquarters in 
Wellington, Texas, 
Hughes, who also Lafayette M. Hughes 
had oil, real estate 
and banking interests established an out- 
standing herd of Hereford cattle from 
which many ranchers obtained bulls for 
their commercial herds. Many purebred 
breeders have used Mill Iron bulls and 
females in their breeding herds. His 
ranchlands extended through Collings- 
worth, Hall, Childress and Cottle coun- 
ties. Part of the Mill Iron Ranch was 
sold out to smaller ranchers in the area 
so they could become land owners. Sur- 
vivors besides the son, include twin sons, 
Lafayette, Jr., and Charles J. Hughes, 
both of Denver, and 13 grandchildren. 


Leland S. Howard 


Leland S. Howard, pioneer Nolan coun- 
ty cattleman, died March 19 of a heart 
attack while helping a ranch hand feed 
cattle on his ranch near Roscoe. He was 
79 years old. Howard moved to Nolan 
county from Tennessee in 1892 and at 
the time of his death owned large ranch 
and oil holdings. He ran a cotton gin at 
Roscoe and held other extensive busi- 
ness interests.

Looking Back 
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Through the Pages of The Cattleman 


FORTY YEARS AGO 
May, 1918 

Meatless days have been lifted for the 
present but the American people are 
being asked to economize on meat every 
day at every meal. Around 75,000,000 
pounds of meat and meat products are 
being shipped to our Army and Allies 
every week.

HE offices of the American Short- 

horn Breeders’ Association will 

move to Omaha, Kenneth R. Fulk, 

association executive secretary, has an- 

nounced.

HE third annual meeting of the 

I American Beef Cattle Performance 

Registry Association was held in 
Oklahoma City, March 20 and 21. The 
host for this meeting was the Oklahoma 
Beef Cattle Improvement Association. A 
large number of breeders and personnel 
of Oklahoma State University worked 
very diligently under the able leadership 
of Carlton Corbin, President of the State 
Association, and Clyde M. Reed, Exten- 
sion Animal Husbandman, and Secretary 
of the Association. 

An outstanding program composed of 
breeders, feeders, research, extension 
and other professional workers in the 
field of beef cattle production was pre- 
sented in a most informative manner, 
and was well received by all those in 
attendance. 


The name of American Beef Cattle 
Performance Registry Association has 
been officially changed to Performance 
Registry International. Inasmuch as the 
original name was considered by many 
people to be too long and difficult to 
handle, and as the Association has been 
operating on an International basis for 
sometime, it was also decided by many 
that this should be recognized in the 
name. This will involve the changing of 
the Constitution, and it was adopted by 
the members present at the annual busi- 
ness session. The name, American Beef 
Cattle Performance Registry Association 
or the initials ABCPRA will continue for 
a time to be carried with the new name, 
in order that people may understand 
they are one and the same organization. 


Performance Testing 


How Ranchmen Can Intelligently Buy Performance 
Tested Bulls 


By CARLTON CORBIN 


men have asked this question: How 
can a ranchman intelligently buy 
performance tested bulls? 

First: By selecting his bulls as usual 
according to breeding and type that he 
thinks best for his herd. 

Second: By requiring these bulls to be 
tested and registered in the American 


RR iner nave a great many cattle- 


Beef Cattle Performance Registry Ass’n. 
Many bulls are tested and only a few 
make gains enough to be accepted by the 
Association for registry. If he buys only 
registered bulls and gets both his breed 
registration certificate and his ABC 
certificate he will have selected with all 
the intelligence available at this time. 
In order to be registered in ABC for 
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feedlot gain this bull has made an aver- 
age daily gain of 2.6 pounds per day or 
more. Some bulls gain over 3 pounds 
per day on the same amount of feed. 
There are several factors to consider but 
these should be treated one at a time. 

The range man who sells his calves 
at weaning should pick his bulls at wean- 
ing time, then pick again after a period 
of at least 140 days on feedlot gain test. 
The genetic influence of a bull selected 
on this basis will have a chance to im- 
prove the “breeding” in a herd of cattle. 

Know Where They Are Going 

The organizations behind the perform- 
ance testing of beef cattle have joined 
together with one goal in mind and with 
a definite purpose. These men are one of 
the few groups who seem to know 
WHERE they are going. They know 
HOW and WHY they are going and they 
know who they are going with. Appar- 
ently they have made up their minds. 

In Oklahoma they have the Oklahoma 
Beef Cattle Improvement Ass’n. consist- 
ing of all breeds. This group has made 
a contract with the Extension Service to 
do the weighing and grading. They are 
the clearing house for the cattle that are 
presented for registry in the American 
Beef Cattle Registry Ass’n. Clyde Reed, 
Animal Husbandry Extension Service at 
Stillwater is the Oklahoma Secretary 
and keeps the weighing records. Dr. M. 
R. Calliham at Canyon, Texas is the 
American Association Secretary and 
from these men the rules and regulations 
may be obtained. 

Right now the purpose of performance 
testing in beef cattle is to establish the 
high gaining bulls and high producing 
cows at the head of the herd. This is to 
be done without sacrificing the quality 
and conformation of our cattle that we 
have been building up for many years. 
The future will present other goals after 
we have improved the rate of gain. The 
efficiency of gain will be the next logical 
step. Since the rapid gaining cattle are 
also the most efficient in turning feed 
into meat it will be a simple step to take 
in our thinking and it will not be far off 
when we speak of “efficiency of gain” 
rather than “rate of gain”. 

Prefers Efficiency of Gain 

Personally I like “efficiency” over 
“rate” because it covers the profit angle 
better and infers a more complete record 
of feeding and management practices. 
Cattle that are fed in comfort and by 
easy handlers may be found to eat less 
and gain more weight for feed consumed. 
It may be a little hard to convince all con- 
cerned of the great importance of this 
point. This could be the moving factor 
in the establishment of a bull feeding 
station where this is the primary objec- 
tive and if such a station were estab- 
lished it would be instantly successful 
and would overshadow the tests where 
gainability is the primary objective. 

When you try to pick which is the 
most important, rate of gain weight 
for age or type, your decision is not 
important because you need all of these 
things. This is like looking at a girl the 
first time. Do you think legs are more 
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important than shape of body and how 
much is the face worth? If I marry the 
girl I would want all I could get. The 
question may be, which do you want 
first? We have cattle of desired type 
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that are fast gainers and will keep it up 
until the desired age is reached. The 
problem we are solving is FINDING and 
BREEDING their genetic worth back 
into our herds.

Emphasized at Conference 


Cattlemen Hear Some of Nation's 
Outstanding Authorities Discuss 
Ways To Improve Industry 


‘<4 NGUS Design for Western 
A Progress”, the theme of the 
Fourth Annual American Aber- 
deen-Angus Conference at Fresno State 
College, Fresno, Cal., March 9-11 was 
emphasized in the material presented by 
cattlemen, educators, and researchers to 
300 people from 26 states. Termed one of 
the most successful events of its kind, 
conference visitors heard discussed and 
saw demonstrated Angus herd classifica- 
tion, modern methods of herd manage- 
ment and merchandising, and steer grad- 
ing and carcass evaluation. 
Cattlemen Must Plan Carefully 

Prof. L. E. Kunkle of Ohio State Uni- 
versity gave the opening address in 
pointing out that it is time cattlemen do 
some careful planning if beef is to hold 
its eminent position among the foods 
that get first consideration in the stand- 
ard of living enjoyed in the United 
States. He stressed the importance of 
breeding and feeding animals that pro- 
duce superior carcasses efficiently. 

To illustrate Professor Kunkle’s talk 
Fenton O’Connell, Gilroy, Cal., and Rob- 
ert Glim, Fresno State College, gave a 
demonstration of live grades of slaugh- 
ter steers. This was followed by the 
judging of a class of carcass steers on 
foot, conducted by E. J. Rousek, Fresno 
State College; L. E. Kunkle; R. F. John. 
son, California State Polytechnic Col- 
lege; and Fenton O’Connell. 

In reporting on Angus herd classifica- 
tion, Dr. R. H. Nelson of Michigan State 
University said type classification has 
more to offer to a greater percentage of 
Angus breeders for the improvement 
and merchandising of their cattle than 
anything that has come along for many 
years. Angus breeders have developed an 
outstanding breed of beef cattle, con- 
tinued Dr. Nelson, but when one does an 
outstanding job, competition usually 
forces a person to look for better ways 
to continue making progress. 

Accurate Records Vital 

Only after a period of years can the 
real value of herd classification be real- 
ized by the breeder, stated Dr. John I. 
Miller, of Cornell University, in review- 
ing the work in New York State. It is 
then that more complete records on the 
production of individual cows, family 
lines, and sires become available for 
comparison. He believes that the herd 
owner who has, and uses, records which 
include accurate, unbiased appraisals of 
type along with other important infor- 
mation such as rate of gain or weights 
and feed efficiency can do a better job 
for himself and his customers. The con- 
ference participated in a herd classifica- 


tion demonstration conducted by Fred C. 
Francis, Wilmington, Ill.; Dr. Nelson; 
and Dr. Miller. 

After a banquet Monday evening, Dr. 
John F. Lasley, University of Missouri, 
reviewed all research that has been done 
on dwarfism in beef cattle. He told of 
studies currently underway to detect car- 
riers of the gene. He stated that in the 
control of dwarfism cattlemen should pay 
attention to pedigrees, progeny tests, and 
other methods of detecting carriers of 
the dwarf gene. Dr. Nelson presented 
the recommendations of the Associa- 
tion’s research committee to the board 
of directors. They included complete 
pedigree studies. 

Herd Bulls 

A panel discussion on “Herd Bulls, 
Their Selection, Development and Use” 
opened the Tuesday morning session with 
Dr. Bruce R. Taylor, head of the Depart- 
ment of Animal Science, University of 
Arizona, Tucson, acting as moderator. 
Members of the panel included Lee 
Leachman, Ankony Farm, Rhinebeck, 
N.Y.; Dale M. Bly, Wesdale Farms, Har- 
rington, Wash.; L. B. Pierce, Woodlawn 
Farm, Creston, Ill.; Les Ljungdahl, Essar 
Ranch, San Antonio, Texas; and William 
Verdugo, Fresno State College. 

“Cow Herd Management — Purebred 
and Commercial” was moderated by Dr. 
Dan Roberts, 77 Ranch, Wichita Falls, 
Texas. Panel members included John 
Hershey, Rivermere A-A Ranches, Oil- 
dale, Cal.; William G. Volkmann, Jr., 
Selma, Cal.; Frank Gwerder, Walnut 
Grove, Cal.; Paul J. Carlson, Hoots 
Angus Farm, Grants Pass, Ore.; and 
Tom Greenfield, Marana, Ariz. 

The final panel, “Selling Our Cattle or 
the Breeder’s Promotion Problems”, 
moderated by W. W. Brainard, Jr., 
Downsbragh Farms, Far Hills, N. J., 
included Harold Rankin, Hermiston, 
Ore.; Ken Cross, Emerald Acres, Eik 
Grove, Cal.; Dr. Paul Keesee, Kermac 
Angus Farm, Poteau, Okla.; and Lee 
Leachman, 

Professors Kunkle and Rousek con- 
cluded the program with an evaluation 
of the steer carcasses. General chairman 
was Frank Richards, secretary, Ameri- 
can Angus Association. The group was 
welcomed by Dr. Arnold E. Joyal, presi- 
dent, Fresno State College and the re- 
sponse was given by Lewis B. Pierce, 
vice-president, American Angus Asso. 
ciation.

Houston Fat Stock Show; Abel P. Bor- 
den and Pierce Withers, Pierce, Texas, 
who were co-executors of the fabulous 
Shanghai Pierce Estate; Wm. M. Car- 
roll, Beaumont, Texas; J. L. Reitz, El 
Campo, Texas; T. C. Dunn, Jr., Houston, 
Texas; Al M. McFaddin, Victoria, Texas; 
R. H. Wood, San Antonio, Texas; Wm. 
States Jacobs, Houston, Texas; Will D. 
Cornelius, Sr., Markham, Texas, and sev- 
eral others. This meeting was the foun- 
dation on which gras built the breed and 

the association. 

The next important meeting of the 
founding fathers was held March 18, 
1924, in Houston. The charter had been 
obtained and they proceeded with the 
election of officers: Al McFaddin, presi- 
dent; Pierce Withers, vice-president; Wm. 
M. Carroll, treasurer, and James W. Sart- 
welle, secretary. Moreover, at this sec- 
ond meeting they adopted a constitution 
and by-laws, drafted a standard of ex- 
cellence, and drew up rules for appraisal. 

The theory was simple enough, the 
ambition not unreasonable, the reward 
not unattainable; but building the Brah- 
man and ABBA was a slow, laborious 
process. Scheduled to begin the work of 
appraising foundation animals in the fall 
of 1924, these enterprising men were 
stalemated by an outbreak of foot and 
mouth disease in September of that year. 
Practically all of the South Texas coun- 
try, where most of the herds that were 
to be appraised were located, was quar- 
antined. Then, in December, 1924, the 
second most devastating storm in record- 
ed history hit the Texas Gulf Coast, cen- 
tering in the mid-coastal region. The 
terrible storm took its toll on cattlemen 
in that area by destroying some 40 per 
cent of their cattle. Accordingly, Brah- 
man breeders were so busy, as was every- 
one else, collecting the pieces in the 
spring of 1925 that they did not have 
time to engage in the appraisal of cattle. 

Plans were then made to begin the 
appraisals in the fall of 1925. But again, 
in September, 1925, another outbreak of 
foot and mouth disease cancelled all ar- 
rangements. 

Discouraged in their efforts to create 
a breed association for their humped cat- 
tle, interest among the breeders died 
down. President McFaddin even suggest- 
ed that they disband the newborn organ- 
ization and “just forget the whole idea.” 
Thus the first Bos indicus association in 
the world tottered on the brink of ob- 
livion. But the iron will and stout de- 
termination of Secretary Sartwelle were 
to he reckoned with first. 

Sartwelle recalls: “I told President Mc- 
Faddin that we would continue the or- 


| ganization, that the issues were too great 


and important. We had met with some 
very unfortunate circumstances in the 
two outbreaks of foot and mouth dis- 
ease, as well as the terrible storm, but 
I intended to get interest in the asso- 
ciation. I knew there were a few faith- 
ful people and we would go ahead even 
if no one else took any interest in it. 
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We were going to have an association! 
The first cattle that I remember being 
appraise1 were on the Stoddard Ranch 
at Buckeye, Texas. I think the second 
herd belonged to J. L. Reitz of El Campo. 
Of course, for the first few years the 
work progressed rather slowly, but 
gradually we evoked an interest in some 
few of the breeders.” 

The buying public, however, knew noth- 
ing of registered Brahman cattle at that 
time and would pay no premium for 
them. These early members, who regis- 
tered their cattle in the face of such 
odds, are entitled to and merit the eter- 
nal thanks of the entire ABBA member- 
ship. They had the faith to plow ahead. 
They realized that in its essence a breed 
association is not primarily a propaganda 
or selling agent of a breed, but rather a 
scientific and historical society. It is con- 
cerned with the keeping of breed records, 
enforcing of breed rules, and generally 
promoting advancement—both in the up- 
grading of the cattle and the welfare of 
the members. 

At seven years of age, ABBA held its 
first annual membership meeting on June 
21, 1931, in Houston. The association at 
this time had appraised and registered 
the record of some 2000 head of Bos 
indicus. Further, ABBA was recognized 
by the State of Texas, the United States 
government, the government of Mexico 
and the government of Cuba. New of- 
ficers elected at that meeting were: pres- 
ident, J. F. Hutchins, Pierce, Texas; 
vice-president, Clinton House, Hockley, 
Texas; treasurer, Cecil House, Hockley, 
Texas, and secretary, Walter J. Hudgins 
of Hungerford, Texas. 


Brahmans to Houston Show 

Another step forward was made in the 
spring of 1932, when registered Brah- 
mans were exhibited at the newly formed 
Houston Fat Stock Show, which was the 
first livestock show ever to have com- 
petitive classes for Brahman cattle. It 
has been said that “next to ABBA itself, 
the Houston Fat Stock Show has been 
one of the most constructive forces in 
the final winning of the war for the 
recognition of Brahman cattle as a dis- 
tinct breed.” 

During the intervening years between 
1935 and 1947, ABBA experienced the 
up and down, hot and cold growing pains 
typical of all new organizations. It was, 
nevertheless, constantly gaining in favor 
both as an association and for the merit 
of the cattle. Regular meetings of the 
directors and membership were held. 
Giant steps of progress were made under 
the guidance of Presidents F. W. Neu- 
haus, James W. Sartwelle, J. M. Frost, 
Jr., all of Houston, and J. Afton Burke 
of Corsicana, Texas. What’s more, in that 
same period the American Brahman 
emerged as a solidly established breed. 
Evolved by scientific selection, the com- 
pleted metamorphasis was constructively 
contributing to not only the cattle econ- 
omy of Texas but of the world. 

In 1948, under the presidency of Gail 
Whitcomb, ABBA developed the need for 
an executive secretary to manage its 
expanding business affairs and offices. 
They were fortunate in acquiring the

Breeder of King P-234 Comments 
On Great Quarter Horse 


Editor, The Cattleman: 

Being the breeder of King 234, I was 
highly impressed with the article written 
by Franklyn Reynolds, as well as by the 
cover picture, in your September 1957 
issue of The Cattleman. 

Reynolds’ article about King induces 
me to make the following relevant com- 
ments, hoping that some light may be 
shed upon some of the lesser known 
facts of the now famous horse. 


Before me I have my old record book, 
which pinpoints King’s exact age. The 
book reads as follows: “Brown, hog-back 
mare, (Javalina) from Binkley, dropped 
a dark bay horse colt by Zantanon on the 
25th of June 1932.” 

This colt, which I named Buttons, was 
first sold to my friend Charles Alex- 
ander, of this city, for $150, when the 
colt was about one month old, to be de- 
livered at weaning time. It was from 
Alexander that Mr. and Mrs. Byrney 
James bought Buttons. Mrs. James later 
changed the colt’s name from Buttons 
to King, as stated by Reynolds. 

Javalina, King’s dam, came into my 
possession in a rather interesting and 
dramatic way. My good friend, Fred 
Binkley of Encinal, Texas, wagered Java- 
lina against one of my fat heifers, that 
his expectant wife would bear him a 
baby boy. As it turned out, the child was 
a girl, and Javalina became mine. When 
the mare was turned over to me Binkley 
told me that she was out of a beautiful

black horse belonging to the late Will 
Hill. 

In the same remuda with Javalina I 
had Panita (dam of San Simeon) by 
Captain Joe; Dorothy B, dam of Ed 
Echols and Zantanon, Jr.; Jeanette, (dam 
of El Bandido) out of Harmon Baker; 
and Sun Blaze, (dam of El Quelite) 
granddaughter of Man O’ War. Because 
of the obscure origin of Javalina it was 
my opinion, at that time, that any of 
these other mares was a superior breeder 
to Javalina. Time has, of course, brought 
all of these mares into proper perspec- 
tive, so that the modern Quarter Horse 
enthusiasts may judge for themselves. 

Although Javalina acted rather mean 
in the remuda, all her colts were docile 
and easy to handle. Other colts sired by 
Zantanon were borne by Javalina while 
both were still in my possession. One 
was a sorrel colt dropped on May 12, 
1934, sold to Juan Salinas (champion 
roper of his day) of Encinal, Texas, who 
named him Jack Salinas. Another was a

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sorrel horse colt dropped July 13, 1935, 
sold to the late Tom Coleman, Jr., of 
Attlee, Texas, who named him El Rey, 
meaning “The King.”

I ob- 
tained this filly from James, and in turn 
sold it to a buyer from Torreon, Mex- 
ico.

I dubbed old Zantanon the Man O’ War 
of Mexico, because he happened to be 
born the same day and same year as the 
universally famous Man O’ War, as well 
as for his speed record. 

I was allegedly overheard to say that 
“T guess I made a mistake when I let 
King go.” I would like to state, however, 
that I have no regrets for having sold 
King, nor am I sorry for having sold

HOUSTON Cattle trading was gen- 


erally fairly active at the 
Port City Stockyards during the past 
month but the demand for beef-type 
cows and heavy yearling and mature 
steers abated somewhat, making for slow 
trading for these classes at times. Can- 
ner and Cutter cows and bulls were in 
demand at all times. Cows continued to 
make up the bulk of the receipts, but 
several lots of steers and yearlings were 
offered during the month. The total sala- 
ble receipts for the period amounted to 
approximately 4000 cattle, 200 head over 
the preceding month’s supply but 900 
head short of the total for the same 
month of last year. Most classes met 
with some declines, steers and yearlings 
declined 50c-$1.00, beef cows about 50c, 
with $1.00 off the high time, and bulls 
went at weak prices. Good 650-750 Ib. 
slaughter mixed yearling steers and heif- 
ers went from $25.50-26.50, Standard 
from $23.00-25.00 including several lots 
of 1000-1100 lb. steers in this range; 
Cutter and Utility from $17.00-23.00. 
Utility cows sold from 18.00-20.00, most- 
ly at $19.50 down, Canner and Cutter 
from $15.00-18.00, shelly Canner down 
to $13.00. Cutter and Utility bulls sold 
from $18.00-22.00. Medium stocker year- 
ling steers sold from $22.00-24.00, and 
Common and Medium stock cows from 
$15.50-18.50. 

Calves: Trading was rather slow in 
the calf division at times, the demand 
for both slaughter and stocker calves 
slackening at times, but lack of quality 


was a main factor in some slow sessions. 
Good slaughter calves were on offer most 
days but Good stockers were a scarce 
item. The total salable receipts for the 
month amounted to about 7700 calves, 
200 head over the preceding month’s 
supply but 2500 head under the number 
offered the corresponding period of last 
year.

NEW ORLEANS eceipts at the 


New Orleans Stock 
Yards were under those for the compara- 
ble period of last year. These light sup- 
plies resulted in a very brisk demand 
on almost all classes and categories of 
slaughter material during the month and 
produced very active sessions on the mar- 
ket. 

The bulk of unloads consisted mostly 
of slaughter stock, with however, quality 
offerings being on the scarce side. The 
calif market was very active but closed 
out $1 lower for the month. Cows were 
in a very good demand at fully steady 
to strong prices and closed $1-$2 higher. 
Bulls were in excellent demand and were 
up $1-$2 over last month’s close-out. 
Steers and heifers were in light supply 
but remained active and strong. Stocker 
supplies were spotty but demand was 
good on all classes with active trading 
all during the period. Hogs were in light 
supply, very active and closed steady to

Local unloadings of grainfed slaughter 
steers, heifers and yearlings were again 
reduced the past month, with this class 
totaling around 154 loads compared to 
173 loads the previous month, and were 
the smallest for any month since Octo- 
ber, 1957. Slaughter cow numbers were 
unchanged and comprised 14 per cent of 
the offerings. Replacement cattle and 
calves made up the majority of the sal- 
able supply, accounting for 52 per cent 
of the total. Slaughter cattle were in 
good demand due to the moderate sup- 
plies at Oklahoma City and compared to 
the close of the previous period, fed 
slaughter steers were 50c-$1.00 higher. 
Fed heifers and mixed yearlings were 
mostly 50c higher with some sales 75c 
up. Slaughter cows were mostly steady 
to 50c higher, with the advance mainly 
on Canner and Cutter cows. Bulls gained 
50c-$1.00 for the period under review 
and slaughter calves were steady to 50c 
higher, with the full advance on Utility 
and Commercial grades. Stockers were 
generally steady in moderately active 
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trading and feeders lost 50c in sympathy 
with the declines on fed cattle at north- 
ern terminals. 

Late sales of the majority of the Good 
slaughter steers were made from $25.50- 
27.50. Low- to high-Choice fed steers 
were in relatively small supply, cashing 
from $28.00-29.50, latter price on two 
loads Choice 858-lb. steers from the State 
University. Two loads, average- to high- 
Choice 921-lb. steers from a reputation 
feedlot, scored $30.00. Standard steers 
largely $23.00-25.00. Good slaughter heif- 
ers and mixed yearlings earned from 
$25.00-27.00. High-Good to average- 
Choice fed heifers and yearlings realized 
from $27.75-28.50, load Choice 871-lb. 
heifers at the latter price. Utility and 
Commercial cows closed from $18.00- 
20.50, Canners and Cutters mainly $14.50- 
17.50, heavy Cutters up to $18.00 and 
shelly Canners down to $12.00. Utility 
and Commercial bulls went from $19.50-

OMAHA

Back in February we asked a cattle 
feeder, a banker, a packer buyer, an 
order buyer and a steer salesman to 
guess on the mid-April and mid-June 
fat steer tops at Omaha. It’s too early, 
of course, to check up on them as of 
June, but so far they show a pretty good 
batting average. Their guesses on the 
mid-April fat steer top at Omaha, actu- 
ally made two months ahead of that date, 
ranged from $27.00 to $35.00. In the 
mid-April week best steers to show at 
Omaha were some at $32.50, but the 
same week there were mixed steers and 
heifers equaling a five-year high of 
$32.00 and earlier in the same month 
there were steers to $35.00.

Spring, they say, is when the boys 
turn gallant and the gals get buoyant, 
but moving into the latter part of April 
the fat cattle market was not as buoyant 
as it had been most of the previous sev- 
eral weeks. Through most of the first 
half of the month, slaughter cattle mar- 
ketings were not excessive, but just the 
same, trade was extremely sensitive to 
numbers. Any big run invariably brought 
with it a price jolt. Moreover, in beef 
trade, especially at the retail level, there 
were continuing reports of buyer resist- 
ance. From Los Angeles, some of the 
better steak cuts moved up past the 
$2.00 per pound price, and not long after- 
wards from the city of the angels came 
word that housewives there were “strik- 
ing” against beef—would buy no more 
till the price went down. Omaha beef 
prices didn’t come close to the astronom- 
ical levels reported from L.A., but when 
U.S. choice sirloin steak hit $1.05 at 
the retail level in Omaha that repre- 
sented an advance of around 35c from 
a year earlier, when cattle on the hoof 
were some 6c cheaper. It was also a 


comparable advance from back in No- 
vember and December of 1949, when 
prime fat steers at Omaha reached $40.00 
and $41.00. 

But if fat cattle trade moving into late 
April was sensitive to numbers, it was 
also at the same time still good enough 
that cattle were showing a margin for 
the feeder—and good enough, too, that 
the April 1st estimate of 12 per cent 
more cattle on feed in 13 major feeding 
states was pretty much taken in stride 
by the cattle feeders themselves. Neither 
did that estimate much faze stocker and 
feeder demand. Replacement cattle and 
calf prices at Omaha in April were at 
highest level in several years. A fair 
sample: Wyoming stock heifers weigh- 
ing near 600 pounds at $30.00, best fig- 
ure on that class since January, 1951. 


FORT SMITH, ARK.-OKLA. 
By G. SHINN 


Most all stockmen and farmers of the 
Fort Smith Stockyards area have turned 
their cattle out on the pastures. The out- 
look is above the average for grass in 
this part of the country. If this holds 
true throughout the grass season, this 
area will produce better grass-fed cattle 
than they have in the past several years. 

Good 525-700 lb. slaughter steers, heif- 
ers and mixed yearlings were steady 
through the past month at $24.00-27.00, 
this was an advance of 50c compared to 
the closing price of last month.

price the first three weeks of the past 
month, selling at $26.00-28.00, with a 
few Choice as much as $29.00-30.00, but 
last week—under the trend of price pres- 
sure on cattle grading Choice and Prime 
—they sold at $24.00-27.00, with a few 
high-Choice selling at $28.00. Utility 
and Standard closed steady at $19.00- 
24.00. Good and low-Choice slaughter 
calves up to 500 lbs. followed the same 
trend as the vealers, prices advanced as 
much as 75¢ but closed out steady with 
the pervious month at $23.00-27.00. 

Common and Medium stocker and feed- 
er steers, 700 lbs. and down, were mostly 
steady at $18.00-24.00, with good year- 
lings during the fore part of the month 
selling up to $28.50, but they closed out 
at $26.00, this being $1.00 lower than 
the close of the previous month. Com- 
mon and Medium stocker and feeder 
heifers were fully steady, with a few 
Good selling up to $26.00. Medium stock 
steer calves sold from $20.00-26.00, while 
Good and Choice were fully steady at 
$27.00-30.00. Medium stock heifer calves 
ranged from $18.00-24.00, with Good and 
Choice steady at $25.00-28.00. 


NORTH CENTRAL ILLINOIS 
By DEAN BLAKE 

So far April has had very little rain- 
fall and the plowing for corn and beans 
is well along. We need a good rain to 
soften the cloddy spots in the fields in 
order to prepare a good seedbed for 
corn and beans, which are to be planted 
in the fore part of May. Temperatures 
are high, in the 70’s most days, and 
young stock thrives in this mild weather. 

The spring pig crop is about average 
and most hog men report good litters. 

Lots of cattle are moving to the mar- 
kets and there is a good demand for re- 
placement cattle. Dealers are still short 
of cattie to fill their orders. Cattle with 
a little weight, especially the 1100 lb. 
class with some kill on them sell from 
19¢ to 22c in Chicago. This includes lots 
of half-breed dairy steers. Whiteface or 
black cattle that will grade good at 23c 
to 29c, and choice on up to 32c. Prime 
cattle are very scarce and the market 
for these goes up to 38c, mostly on less 
than 100 head any one market day.
